Omitting the private institutions, that is to say, the institutions which are 
not under Government inspection, I find that m public institutions the number 
of boys under instruction has risen from 489,183 to 499,17 land the number of 
girls from 63,909 to 67,132, while for boys and girls together the average 
monthly number on the rolls has risen from 528,356 to 546,925 and the average 
daily attendance from 394,853 to 413,427 The ratio of the average daily 
attendance to the average monthly number on the rolls has also risen from 75 
to 76 The increase for public institutions is distributed below —

were made to the inspecting staff and the system of Government Scholarships 
is being developed The decrease under Miscellaneous is due to the exclusion 
of the Smd I>ep6t accounts which were wrongly included m the previous 
year 
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6 The payments to aided Institutions are shown m General Table to 
have fallen from Rs 4,87,123 to Rs 4,34,026, the decrease being due to the 
smallei expenditure on buildings which is shown m the next para The ordi- 
nary grants to Colleges and Schools lose from Rs 3,15,060 to Rs 3,32,342, 
while the special grants fell from Rs 4,946 to Rs 4,027 These special grants 
were Rs 1,298 foi Municipal Schools m Smd, Rs 981 for Municipal Schools m 
Suiat, Rs 975 for the New English School, Poona, Rs 348 for the Mission High 
School, Ahmednagar, Rs 257 for the Mission School, Dharwar, and Rs 168 for 
the Convent School, Poona

The deciease is due to the new regulation of the University which raises the 
entrance examination 45 students presented themselves for the First examina- 
tion which has been newly established by the University, and 17 passed For 
the LL B Examination there were 105 candidates and 35 passed Mr W 
Webb resigned his Piofessorship on appomtment'as Third Presidency Magistrate, 
and Mr J Gazdar, M A , Barrister-at-Law, was appointed to the vacancy 
Suitable accommodation foi the school has been provided in the Elphmstone 
College and a sum of Rs 2,025 has been spent m furnishing the lectui e-rooms 
and library In the Poona Class the number of students fell from 24 to 22 and 
the fee-receipts from Rs 1,750 to Bs 1,020 One student stood for the First 
LL B Examination and came out first m the first division of the list of passed 
students The new class m the Cujar^t College also passed a student m this 
examination

18 In the Central Division a girls* school at Pincbgam lias been dosed, 
and the New' English School m Bombay has been entered la owe hat Marv 
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Ehrkham reports that all the Government schools have maintained their efficiency 
As to aided schools Mr Giles reported favourably on the Portuguese school 
at Mahim Mr Patwardhan passed the full grant for the Robert Money SchoQl , 
and Mr Kirkham found St Xavier’s, St Mary’s schools, the Pdrsi Benevolent 
Institution and the Free General Assembly School m excellent order The new 
English Scnool and Native Institution at Poona are reported to show continual 
improvement and St Vincent’s school at Poona and the two schools at Ahmed- 
nagar are said to be doing well The change m the number of schools m the 
Northern Division is caused by the inclusion of the Palanpur school and the 
RAjkum&r College and by the reduction of the Broach Sabha school to the rank 
of a middle school Mr Giles reports that the Government schools are 
efficient and well supplied with all accessories, and that the value of the T^pidds 
Vaiajdas Laboratory attached to the Surat High School was shown this 
year by a series of lectures delivered by the teachers of the high school to the 
masters and assistants of the vernacular schools of the city Two girls passed 
the Matriculation from the Anglo-Vernacular school attached to the Mah41axmi 
College and the Zenana Mission school at Surat is reported to be efficient The 
Surat Mission High School obtains a good report but the higher standards m 
the Mission school at Ahmedabad require attention The private school at 
Ahmedabad has increased in numbers but its results m the Matriculation and 
School Final were fair only All of the schools m Native States are reported to 
be efficient, and all except Wadhwan are well housed As signs of improvement 
among the schools, Mr Giles notices the establishment of a drawing class at 
Rajkot, of a boys’ library and school museum at Wadhwan, of an agricultural 
model farm under a teacher attached to the school at Bhavnagar, and of an 
herbarium at Navdnagar, where the Head Master takes his pupils on 
botanical excursions In the Southern Division the private school at Dh&rwar 
has been absorbed by Dr Ziegler’s School, and the Mission schools at Ddpoh 
and Kolhapur have been brought upon the aided list, the last named school 
receiving aid from the Darbir All the Government schools except Karwar 
showed an improvement at the Inspector’s examinations The large school at 
Kolhdpur continues to flourish under Mr Candy, and the remai ks of last year 
still hold good of the schools in the States of Miraj, Sdngli and Safvantvadi The 
London Mission school did well at the Matriculation but the teaching staff m 
this school and also m the Mission school at Dharwar is said to require 
strengthening Both of these schools have new buildings The Mission 
school at Dapoli obtains a good report and the Mission school at Alibdg 
has made progress but is said to require a stronger staff of teachers For 
Sind Mr Jacob reports an increase m the fee-receipts of Rs 2,797 m Govern- 
ment and Rs 2,7l5 xn aided schools The results of the Inspector’s exa- 
minations of the Government schools and of the Sind Madrasa were satisfac- 
tory , and the Missionary schools at Karachi and Hyderabad are reported to be 
advancing steadily m efficiency The Union Academy is reported to be in 
excellent order and St Patrick’s school at Karachi continues to be well managed

20 Mi Knkhatn gives a good account of the Government schools in the 
Cential Division and Government has sanctioned a large sum for the improve- 
ment of the building belonging to the Elphmstone school The classes or schools 
undei local or municipal boards or m Native States are reported to be doing 
fairly well, but special mention is made of the municipal schools at Jalgaon, 
Bkadgaon and Yaval in the Khandesh district and of the Dongri school m 
Bombay Tiie list of aided schools m Bombay has been altered by the closing 
of the Kolaba school and the exclusion of a private school at Dhobi Tal&v In 
the mofussil theie are new schools at ShoUpur, Poona and Bhu&aval, and the 
Railway school at Sholapur has been re opened These aided schools continued 
to do good work Mr Giles piaised the girls’ schools at Lower Mdhim and 
Cavel but was not so well satisfied as usual with the Mission school at Byculla, 
Mi Patwardhan passed full grants for all the middle schools he inspected in 
Bombay Mi Kirkham found the St Xavier’s Branch School at Grrgaon 
struggling to woik m unsuitable premises, and the Empress High School at 
Dhobi Talav gradually making good its pretensions by hard woik, and adds 
that the Frei e Fletcher and Alexandra schools on the Esplanade, Bombay, 
continue to piosper, On the mofussil schools Mr Knkham remarks that 
the Camp Education Society’s School at Poona had been warned against 
ovei crowding, that the City English School m Poona continues to do fairly 
well, that the Scottish Zenana Mission schools show no fallmg off, while the 
Eiee Church Mission school in the Camp continues to be efficient, For the 
rest the Kirkee Anglo- Vernacular School has been strengthened by a grant from 
the Cantonment Committee , the Ornellas school has been wholly reconstituted , 
and the Education Society’s City School, the SPG Mission school and 
St Joseph’s school at Ahmednagar did well In the Northern Division the 
Goyerntnent school at Dholka has been transferred to the Municipality, two 
schools m Native States have been brought on the list, and there are several 
alterations in the small schools shown under the remaining headings Mr Giles 
leports that all the Government schools are efficient , that the Buls&r school 
still holds the first place among aided schools of its class , that the P4m Pan- 
eh4yat and Navsarx schools and the private school at Nadiad are popular and 
efficient, and that the Rlmpur school has made a gopd start while there is a 
decline m Umreth, Chikhh, Abrama and Kudsad schools The schools under 
municipal boards are generally fairly efficient, but the Bassem, Anklesvar and 
Dohad schools show ^ a decline and thqrehas been a considerable fallmg off at 
Godhra. XJndei> Native States the most flourishing schools are the Bh&vnagar, 
Limbdi and Mom schools , special mention is made of the Bh4tnagar girls” 
; School , the Bh&j and Mandvi schools show increased numbers and the Ndndod, 
Cambay, I'dar and Binsda schools are all doing well. There remain the Inghsh- 



teaching schools , and Mr Giles reports that the school at Baroda is m good 
order, that the Convent school at Bdndi a is conspicuous for its efficiency ana 
that the Stanislaus school at the same place is haidly less successful, while th§ 
St Thomas’ school has declined m numbers In the Southern Drnsion several 
of the chsses m board schools have been closed, but Mr Patwardhan gives a 
good account of all the remaining classes except five , of the schools at Yengurla, 
Pen, Panvel, Kumta, Gokak, Bfigalkot, Gadag, Mabad and Ranebennur , and of 
the girls’ school at K& rw£r A good report is given to all the schools and classes 
m Native States except the school at Mudhol and the class m Daflipui, especial 
praise being given to the schools at Jamkhandi, Ramdurg, Laxmeshvai, 
Kurundv£d and Murud The changes in aided schools of the Southern Division 
aie caused by the addition of two pnvate schools m the Ratnagni district, and 
by the omission of two schools — the Mission school at Dapoli which has been 
piomoted to the list of high schools and St Joseph’s school at Dharwar which 
has been closed As to efficiency, the Mission school at Roha is reported to 
require a better staff , the private schools at Kolhapur and Miraj are said to be 
prosperous , the school at Bfijapur is well managed , the school at Guh&gar and 
the Mission school foi girls at Dapoli obtained fair results , the Roman Catholic 
schools at Belgaum have improved m attendance, and St Joseph’s school at 
Dharwar and St Mary’s school at Hubli are doing fanly well The changes m 
the number of schools m Sind aie due to the closing of two small schools at 
Karachi and Hyderabad and to the tiansfer of the Proprietary school at 
Shikarpur to the list of unaided schools Mi Jacob gives a good account of the 
local board school at Tharushah, and the municipal schools at Larkhana, Sukkur 
and Rohn obtain good reports The schools at Tatta, Hotri and Jacobabad are 
said to make fair progress, while defects have been noted at Miranjn Tando, 
Sehwan, Umarkot and Kambar Among the aided schools the Madiasi school 
and the P&i si Virbarp school at Karachi and the Bhiria school are favourably 
mentioned, but defects were pointed out at Talti, Nauskahio and Kandiaro and 
m the private school at Hyderabad The unaided schools at Shikai pur and 
Kotn are unfavourably noticed, but high praise is given to a night school and 
to a girls’ school at Karachi 


21 Schools for Europeans and Eurasians — The special returns re 
quired by the Government of India are as under — 
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The school at Kolaba has beeu closed but a good account is given of nearly 
all the other schools Mr Giles found St Peter’s Gills’ School m a high state 
ot efficiency but noted defects m the boys school He was well satisfied with 
the Convent schools m the Fort and Byculla and especial!} praised the Cathedral 
High Schools Mr Kirkbam reports very favourably on the High Schools of the 
Scottish Education Society, on the Scottish Orphanage on the schools of ttu 
Education Society at Byculla and on the Indian Fe uale Normal School at Gugaon, 
but repeats the suggestions of last year about the Indo-Bntish schools The 
Railway schools at Panel, Lonavli, Sholapur, Sluhabdd, Igatpun and Bhusaval 
obtained fairly satisfactory reports and full grants were passed for the Convent 
and Methodist schools at Igatpun The Poona schools, St Mary’s School and 
the Bishop’s Sigh School and Mrs Soiabji’s school passed excellent examma 
tions, and the Taylor High School also had a satisfactory year In the 
Northern Division the Abu Lawrence School shows an increase m numbeis and 
Mr Giles states that its efficiency was well maintained, while the Railway 
school at Abu has again been unfortunate m its staff The Ahmedabad 
Railway school was found to be m excellent oi der, but the Ghadechi school has 
suffered from a change of teacheis and from sickness In the Southern Division, 
St Mary’s School, Belgaum, obtained a fair report and the Diocesan School at 
DhirwAr a very good one, while defects were noticed m the Railway school at 
Hubli Sind shows a large increase m fee receipts, the increase being geneial 
but most marked m the Convent High School Mr Jacob gives a good account 
of the Manora school, of the Railway school at Kotn and of the two schools 
which continue to exist m the hot climate of Sukkui Mr Jacob adds that the 
Convent High School maintains its usual high level of efficiency and that the 
Grammar School has improved under a strengthened staff of teachers The 
expenditure on these schools was as under —

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For the Central Division Mr Kirkham leports that the season was extreme- 
ly utffavouiable, and that owing to want of funds he is compelled more and 
mo^e to adopt a policy of concentration He adds that except in parts where 
there has been actual distiess, normal efficiency has been maintained, that care is 
taken to secure the practical teaching of Modi, and that as fresh teachers come 
from the training colleges the school rooms undergo a change and look smarter 
and more under rule and discipline r Ihe decrease m the Northern Division 
rs caused by the transfer of the Karjat Taluka fiom Thana to Koldba and Mr 
Giles reports that in spite of a very sicklj season no retrogression has taken 
place, and that the efforts of the Department towards the improvement of 
education have been warmly suppoited by all local agencies He adds that the 
supervision which is maintained over village schools by the district officers is 
of the very highest value, that the taluka and school committees have gene 
rally done a great deal to assist the Depaitment, and that in most districts a 
fair amount of money has been spent on the strengthening of the subordinate 
establishments, and m the provision of better accessones to schools The 
increase m the Southern Division is due to the transfer of the Kurjat Taluka, toi 
the season was everywhere unfavourable, and Bijipur and Noith Kdn&ra show a 
decrease As to efficiency a great deal has been done to improve school build- 
ings under the liberal rules lately sanctioned by Government, and Mr Patwar- 
dhan speaks gratefully of the help given by Revenue officers m all zillas and 
gives a good account of most of the school committees The increase m Sind 
is shared by all the districts, and Karachi and Hyderabad show an increase m 
their fee receipts As to efficiency, Mr Jacob reports that a good deal has been 
done to secure a flow of leeiuits from the aided schools, and to improve the 
school accommodation , that the pains which have been taken to help the village 
schoolmasters to improve their method of teaching and school management aie 
bearing good fruit , that the presidents and vice presidents of the taluka boards 
have rendered valuable help, and that the school committees have lately been 
strengthened by the addition of influential men living on the spot 

24 Municipal Boat da — The list of schools transferred to the municipal 
boards will be found m Appendix B For the Cential Division Mr Kirkham 
reports that m foui of his districts the municipal grants to schools have been 
laiger and that m Bombay the Corporation raised its budget grant from 
Rs 39,500 to Rs 51,300 Special mention is made of Dhulia, Poona and bhola 
pur, but all the large towns are repoited to show interest in their schools 
In the Northern Division all districts except the Panth Mahdls and Broach 
contribute to the increase of the year, the chief contributors being Ahmedabad, 
Kapadvanj, Dhandhuka, Od, Surat, Nadi&d, Rander, Bulsar, Kaly&n and Bindia, 
while Bassem, Kaira, Gogha, Broach and Jambusar show a decline in numbers 
Mr Giles selects the Surat, Ahmedabad, Nadiad, Thana and Bulsar boards as 
conspicuous for the good management of their schools and adds that the smaller 
boards depend mainly on their Presidents The Soutnern Division gives a fair 
account of all the schools except those at Byadgi, Rajapur and Bran but most of 
the Municipalities are reported to be dissatisfied, as the grant was not revised 
after the expiration of the five years’ contract, so that they refuse to sanction any 
new expenditure and try to reduce existing charges as much as possible To the 
increase m attendance in Sind all the municipal schools contribute and the fee- 
receipts show an increase Especial praise is given to the schools at Karachi, 
Hyderabad, T4tta, Larkh&na and Rohn and the other Municipalities generally 
have managed well, but Sukkui shows a felling off and Shikarpur has not yet 
carried out the promised reforms 

25 Native States — The Central Dn ision shows an increase m Bhoi and 
Phaltan but in Akalkot the scarcity caused a decrease and there was also a 
slight falling off m Aundh, Surgdna and Ksfthi 1 he Akalkot schools are the 
most efficient and the rest are said generally to work in a moderately satisfactory 
manner, no further improvement being possible without increased expenditure 
In the Northern Division increases aie shown for Dharampore, B&nsda, the 
Mahi Kdntha, Cambay, Rewa K&ntha and Jawhdr, and Kdthfew£r shows marked 
progress with an increase of 12 schools and 1,307 pupils On the other hand, 
there is a temporary decline m Kuteh, and Palanpur has closed some classes 

i as useless. Mr. Giles also notes a large increase of fee-receipts m Kdthfewar, 
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and the gieat pi ogress which Las been made in Cambay and m R&jpipla The 
deciease m the Southern Division occurs m Kolhipu^, Ramdurg and Savanur, 
but there is nn increase m Miraj, Sangh, Kurundwad, Jamkhandi, Mudhof, 
Jath, Janjira and Sivantvadi The Savantvadi schools as usual obtain a good 
report, and the Inspector geneially speaks well of the schools m Kolhapur, 
Mira], Jamkhandi, Mudhol, and Savanur, and of most of the schools m Sangli, 
Kurundvdd and Ramdurg 

26 Aided Schools — The increase m the Cential Division is due to 
Sholapui, Sataia, Khandesh and Bombay 59 schools earned grants by 
lesults, whil&t 316 received aid undei Chaptei YI, and it is satisfactory to 
note that the number of pupils has iisenm uppei pnmaiy standards The 
decrease m the Northern Division is due to the closing of schools foi inefficiency 
or breach of l ules , but these schools belonged to the lowei class, and there is 
an increase m the number of schools aided by results Mr Giles has small con- 
fidence m the permanency of the schools that aie not under the management 
of societies, but reports that on the whole theie is a eonsideiable tendency 
towaids improvement, e g towards the use of books and maps where formeily 
the only appaiatus consisted of sand for the writing-boards and a cane The 
decrease m the Southern Division is due to the bad season, which was fatal to 
the weaker schools Thirteen schools aided by results are doing well and most 
of the remaining schools obtain fair reports Neatly half of the large mciease 
m Sind is due to Shikarpur, but Karachi, Hydeiabad and the Upper Smd 
Frontier make contributions and the Thai and P4ikar has a small increase m 
attendance In efficiency, Mr Jacob reports an advance and his remarks 
will be found m Appendix F 

27 Police Schools — Mi Kirkham reports that the schools at Poona and 
Nasik are in a satisfactoiy state, while the othei schools are doing pretty well 
In the Northern Division the two schools at Ahmedabad show increased numbeis 
and the two schools in the Panch Mabels and the schools at Surat and Nandod 
aie doing well, while a falling off is noted m the schools at Kama and Thana 
In the Southern Division the schools are doing well except at Bijapur and

With the gnh> who attend boj-s’ schools Mr Ivnkham i etui ns a total of 
14,456, or an mciease of 103 Additional scholarships h ive bee i founded by the 
Ladies’ Branch of the National Indian Association, Bombay, and the Poona 
Bianch of the Association continues to work with the Municipality foi the im- 
provement of the schools With the girls attending boys’ schools the total fox 
the Northern Division is 23,039 guls, oi an mciease of 786 The board schools 
m British districts have prospeied and there is an mciease m Sachin, Kewa 
Kantha and Kitkidw&r Mr Giles again notices the Mission schools m Suiat 
and Ahmedabad, the schools at Bhavnagar under Miss Broohe, the schools at 
Bajkot undei Miss Spencer and the Navanagai schools , and m many cases he 
has been able to give the special certificates for meiit provided m the Training

34 Mahomedans — New iules for the K4zi Shahabudm Scholai ships 
have been approved by the donoi and by Government and will be found m 
Appendix G In the Central Division the numbei of Mahomedans at school 
has risen from 14,449 to 14,672 and Mr Kukham leports that 10,509 of them 
ai e in the common schools and only 4,163 m special schools, and that eveiy 
class of school has shaied m the increase of the year In the Northern Divi- 
sion the number of Mahomedans has nsen from 27,467 to 28,673, and all but

In the Poona College, 69 students passed the first, 38 the second, and 18 
the final examination, and Mr Kirkham reports that the discipline m the 
boardmg-house was satisfactory and the management of the Principal judi- 
cious At Dhulia, 25 students passed the first and 11 the second year exami- 
nation, and Mr Kirkham reports that the boarding houses are m a satisfactory 
state In the Poona College for mistresses four women qualified as teachers, 
and Miss- IJurford’s management is reported to be as successful as m previous 
years The Christian Vernacular Society’s Normal School at Ahmednagar is 
reported to be m its usual state of high efficiency and its pupils passed a 
satisfactory examination m all subjects Mr Giles gives a good account of 
the Premehand Royehand College at Ahmedabad under its new Principal,

final examination, and there are 68 students m the Drawing and 54 m the

Painting Atelier the exammeis awarded eight prizes, and 16 students were 
highly commended and 7 commended , and m the Sculpture Atelier 10 puzes 
Meie given, and one student was highly commended and 4 commended The 
number of apprentices m the Reay Workshops has risen from 7l to 86 , 19 
working m gold and silvei, 18 weaving caipets, 26 learning wood carving, and 
23 working m copper, biass oi non All of the apprentices learn drawing, and 
though there is gieat difficulty m keeping good teachers, Mr Guffiths reports 
that each of the sections is now m full woik and turning out articles both useful 
and ornamental The total expenditure on the woikshops dunng the year comes 
to Rs 8,425 and the sale-proceeds to Rs 1,617, but a laige number of articles 
are reseived for exhibition The annual excursion was managed by Mi Green- 
wood, who gave the students six working days at Ahmedabad

The increase m the n umbei s passing the 1st Grade Examination is satis- 
factory and Mr Griffiths reports that the institutions which did best were the 
College of Science, the Dhuha High School, the Baroda High School, the Kala 
Bhavan, Baroda, the Belgaum High School, and the Dhfirwar High School The 
examiners complain again of the unpreparedness ot many of the candidates, 
notably of those from schools m the Central Provinces Many exeicises were 
rejected because Rule 9 was violated, the offending schools being the middle 
schools at Khandwa, Bilaspur and Hmganghat, the Alexandra School, Mirkars 
School and the Pallow School m Bombay, and the High Schools at Hyderabad, 
Ahmednagar and Saugor , and the drawing masters are blamed for tbe small 
scale of the model drawings sent up from the Technical School, Sfivantvadi, the 
High Schools at Broach, Thfina, Ndsik, Ratnagin and S4t£ra, and the middle 
schools at Bil£spur, Betul and Obhindwara The results for the 2nd Grade 
Examination were satisfactory The Poona High School again heads the list 
with 7 certificates and 1 prize, the Kala Bhavan, Baroda, follows with 6 certi- 
ficates and 2 prizes, the Belgaum High School has 6 certificates, the Dharw^r 
High School has 4 certificates and 2 prizes, and the Poona Native Institution 
pad the Ratnagm School of Industry each have 4 certificates 13 candidates 
appeared for the 3rd Grade Examination, one of whom passed, and there 
were 11 candidates for the black-board examination, of whom one passed 
Mr Greenwood was able to visit a few classes, and his remarks are published in

40 Medical Schools — The number of students at 1‘oona has fallen 
from 106 to 93 Twenty-eight of these pay fees and the amount collected rose 
from Ss. 1,056 to Ks 1,110 The pupils who do not pay tees are 23 civil medical, 
14 stipendiary and 24 native military, while theie is one free student and 3 pupils 
from Native States, There were 22 candidates for the third year examination 
and 21 passed, 7 being oivil medical pupils, 4 stipendiary, 5 tmlttaty and 1 a 
Native State pupil. The number of students at Abmedabad has risen from 77 
to 83. forty of these pay fees and the fee-receipts have risen from Bs 903 to 
Bs. 1,038. The pupils 'who do not pay fees are 12 native medical* pupils, 15 
stipendiary, 14 civil medical and 2 from Native States. Eighteen students passed 
the third year examination At Hyderabad the number of students is 32, or the 
same asm the previous year, 3 of these pupils pay fees, 24 are stipendiary, 4 
Oml apflfml pupils, and 1 a native military pupil, light candidates we r ? sent up 
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for tlie third year examination and all passed The Midwifery School at Hyder- 
abad is reported to number 7 women under the supervision ot Miss Warner * 

41 Veterinary College, Bombay — InApnl Dr Nariman was re- 
lieved by Veterinary Captain Rayment, and Vetennaiy-Captam J Mills received 
charge m August The number of students has fallen from 42 to 39, the decrease 
being due to the withdrawal of unsuitable students At the annual examination 
22 candidates passed out of 42 , 7 passing the first, 8 the second, and 7 the final 
oi Diploma Examination Out of the 7 men who passed for the diploma, 
3 are employed by Native States on salaries of Rs 60 per mensem , one has 
joined the Royal Vetennary College, London , one, who also has a degree in 
medicine and surgery, is m emplovment as Assistant Surgeon , one is acting as 
Intel pretei in the Army Veteunaiy School at Poona, and one is in temporal y 
employ at the College The Pnncipal adds that a graduate of 1890 and a thud- 
year student have proceeded to England with a view to study for the diploma, 
that the States of Hyderabad, Rajpipla and Kolhdpur have engaged the services 
of graduates on salaries varying from Rs 60 to Rs 180, and that there will be a 
good many openings for employment during the current year With a view to 
make the teaching of the College more oractical, the nu nber of minor subjects 
for the diploma has been reduced and a special hospital has been opened at 
Sewn Endeavours, too, are being made for the sanitary improvement of the 
College in accordance with the recommendations of a Committee appointed by 
Government 

42 Agricultural Classes — The class at Hyderabad was examined by 
Mr Bayliss, the Engineer m charge of the Hyderabad Watei Woiks, and by Mi 
Tikamdas of the Public Woiks Department, who awarded 10 certificates to the 
first year and 11 to the second year men These certificates qualify for employ- 
ment m the Revenue Department The annual examination ot our High School

43 Engineering Class — The subordinate classes m the College of 
Science have already been noticed The Engineering Class attached to the 
Sind College was examined by officers of the Public Woiks Depaitment and 
two men passed the final examination and obtained appointments as Sub- 
overseers, 1st grade, on the temporary establishment 

44 In dustrial Schools — The increase in the number of schools is 
caused by the addition of the school at Sirur and of the municipal school at 
Poona The Government grant to the Apprentices’ Home came to Rs 414 
against Rs 1,295 in the pievious year, and 14 of the apprentices atteftd the even- 
ing classes at the Victoria Institute The Sassoon School was visited by Dr 
Cooke who found, that 94 boys were employed m cotton mills and 22 m the 
Cential Press, while 58 were taught within the school-walls, i e , 15 as carpenters, 
15 as smiths, 1*2 as painters, 13 as turners, and 3 as harness raakeis Dr 
Cooke reported that the workshops had been greatly impioved, that all recom- 
mendations had keen adopted, and that nothing was now wanted except a small 
steam engine to save labour The smaller Schools m the Deccan were examined 
hv Dr, Tho ms on , and the Free Church School in Poona earned Rs 100 for 5 
boys who passed in printing and book binding , the Panoh Howds School m

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Podna, Rs 160 for 8 boys who passed m caipeutry and drawing, the Sirur 
sChool, Rs 160 for 8 boys who passed m carpentry, lope making oi gardening , 
and the SPG School in Ahmednagar, Rs 180 for 9 boys who passed in 
carpentry Dr Thomson al»o visited two schools which have applied for 
building giants the Robertson School at Pandhaipur where he passed 31 
boys m carpentry, smithy-work and drawing, and the municipal school at 
Poona where he passed 3 school mistresses and 23 children m drawing, 5 
boys in carpentry, 6 boys m smithy woik, and 7 boys m sign-pamting The 
Pdrekh School at Surat was examined by Dr Thomson, who found a falling 
off m attendance, but praised the work of 8 boys in the smithy, of 11 in 
carpentry, and of 7 m wood caiving Mr Giles reports that the Bhuj School 
ot Industry keeps up its numbers, and that the class at Ahmedabad attached to 
the workshop of Mr Lawji Maistn is in the same condition as before repoit- 
ed The Industiial School at Ratnagin was inspected by Dr Thomson, who 
found a slight increase m the attendance, passed 63 boys m carpentiy, and 
specially noticed the work of the older boys m carpentry and the drawing 
classes generally The small school at Sav antvadi continues to give mstiuction 
in drawing and carpentry, and the class at Kolhapur has 51 boys, who receive 
mstiuction m drawing, carpentry, turning and moulding For Sind, Mi Jacob 
repoits that the attendance m industrial schools has nsen from 1,315 to 1,380 
Two new classes m cai pentry and iron work have been opened by a T Cluka 
Board in the Shikarpui Collectoiate, the municipal classes at Hyderabad ha\e 
received new apparatus, the Kadndad Khan Schools continue to flounsh, and 
new work sheds have been erected at Kandidro and Khan Wahan The schools 
at Umarkot, BAla and Dddu are reported to be m fair order The school at 
Talti has been impioved, and the Jacobabad Industrial School is woilang satis- 
factorily 

45 Victoria Jubilee Technical Institute —The numbei of day 
students has risen from 270 to 280, while the attendance m the evening classes 
fell from 69 to 61 The day students include 23 Christians (including 0 
Euiopeans), 4 Jews, 80 Parsis, 5 Mahomedans, and 168 Hindus (including 87 
Brahmans), while the eiemng classes are attended by 43 Chiistians (including 
37 Europeans), 3 Jews, 9 Parsis and 6 Hindus More than 100 of the students 
belong to Bombay, but Suiat and Ahmedabad each send over 20, and the lest 
of the students belong to various States and distncts sketching from Bhagalpui 
m the north to Ceylon m the south For the encouragement of the students 
14 enhance scholarships have been provided by private benefactois, in addi- 
tion to 22 scholarships, of winch 7 were given by Native States, 7 by public 
bodies, 7 by Municipalities, and 1 by the Goverhment of the North-Western 
Provinces and Oudb As to efficiency, the staff has been strengthened, the 
libraiy improved, pi actical mstiuction was secured by sending 68 of the students 
to work m the local mills during a part of their holidays, and excellent instruc- 
tion is given m the branches of engmeeting and textile manufactuie , but from 
want of funds it is impossible to take up new subjects which are urgently 
required, such as electrical engineering and plumbing The annual examinations 
for the two branches that are open wei e satisfactory, except m part of the test 
m physics, and extracts from the reports of the examiners will be found m 
Appendix I The first public presentation of awards took place m February, 
when certificates weie given to 74 students who passed in the first class and 
gained the title of Licentiate of Mechanical Engineenng, and to 15 students who 
passed m the first class and gamed the title of Licentiate of Textile Manufac- 
ture Certificates were also given to the students who passed m the second 
class — 17 m the first branch and 3 m the second

1 Buildings and Furniture — The stucco on the exterior of the College lias been re- 
newed wherever required * * The furniture is m good order * * A few of the 

Petit Laboratory fittings have still to be put m 

2 Library and Museum — There have been 33 new books added to the College Libiaiy 
during the year The new catalogue is complete, and has been for some time past Sane 
tion will shortly be asked to its being printed The museum is in fair order and many 
new specimens have been added to the collection This department h as always suffered 
from the circumstance that none of the College Staff can devote sufficient time to it If we 
are ever to have a really good pathological museum and if full advantage is to be taken of 
the laige amount of material at our disposal a separate post of cuiator mast be esta- 
blished There is little use m doubling up this appointment with others as has been the 
practice hitherto Every professor and tutor has his hands full alieady , and a museum le 
quires undivided attention The students library and reading-room is m a flourishing 
condition, and has proved itself a most valuable institution 

3 Matriculated Students — The highest number on the College roll was 170 as com 
pared with 166 in the previous year There weie 3 6 new entries A considerable number 
of candidates were rejected on account of insufficient knowledge of English Six of the 
new entries are women, and the class contains now 19 altogether 

4 Certificated Practioners — This class consists at present of 7 students , last year 
there weie 12 None have entered during the year The iailuieat the final and teim exa 
mmations of 1891 was disastrous This was anticipated however and we have now hapmly 
got rid of the inferior class of women admitted m 1888 and pieviously 

5 Military Apprentice Class — This class now consists of 45 students, of whom 21 were 
admitted m October last Of the new admissions, 8 weie foi Bombay and 13 foi Bengal 
A year's experience proves the wisdom of doing away with the pre collegiate legimental 
training There has been little or no trouble as far as order and discipline are concerned, 
and the class has done remarkably well at the term examinations besides They are supe- 
rior m every way to the old Military apprentices 

6 General progress and conduct of students — The Petit Laboratory is beginning to 
bear fruit, aided by thegreatei energy of young and vigoious Professors Admirable pro- 
gress has been made in Physiology teaching, and I have never known the classes to answei 
so well as at the lecent term examinations New rules for work and discipline m the Che- 
mical Laboratory have been drawn up, and their stuct enforcement has produced a surpns- 
mg change for the better as regaids habits of ordei and cleanliness With the older 
makeshift arrangement Practical Chemistry and Toxicology was a mere scramble now the 
woik is done deliberately and methodically I think, on the whole, that students of all degi ees 
are making better progress The means and appliances for teaching are bettei Still, 
teaching is uphill woik, and it is only by sheei hard labour that we are able to make head 
against mfeuor preliminary geneial education The conduct of the students has been 
exemplary 

7 Lectures and Demonstrations — We have long been of opinion that the semoi 
classes were over lectmed We therefore decided that no senior Winter course should con- 
sist of more than three lectuies a week, any deficiency m the nurabei demanded by the 
University to be made good during the Summer Session This arrangement has worked 
well It has afforded a much needed ielie£ to both professors and students , and it allows 
the latter more time for then practical wot k A laboratory demonstration now lasts an 
hour and a half or two hours, instead of the traditional hour Under the latter arrange- 
ment the time consumed m the preparation and putting away of apparatus left too little for 
real work It may be mentioned that the reduction m the number of weekly lectures is m 
accordance also with the new regulations of the General Medical Council 

8 Changes m ike Staff — There has been only one change of any importance during 
the year Dr Arnott, Professor ot Mid wifeiy, has been appointed to the charge of the 
European General Hospital aud his place has been taken by Surgeon Major H IP Dim mock 
One of the tutors, Mr S R Sefhna, retired, and Mr A K Turner, hi & S has been 
elected m his stead In March, Di A M Kunte xeturned from leave and resumed his 
charge as Demonstrator of Auatomv, displacing Assistant Surgeon N K Kalhanwalla I 
beg to bring to notice the admirable woik done bv Mr Kalhanwalla, and to bear testimony 
to hjts ability and willingness, and to his unwearied industry 

9 University Mmmimtions — During the year, 48 candidates appeared for the Exa 

mmatm m Elementary Mechanics of Solids and Fluids, and of these, 29 passed For the * 
First Examination m Medicine there were 67 candidates Of these, only 20 were success- 
ful There were 7b candidates for the Second Examination m Medicine, out of whom* 21 < 

passed In both of these Examinations the greater proportion of the candidates had been 

5 rejected on pr^otfe Those whopassed on the first attempt numbered II and 17 u 

respectively For the DM. & S„ 49 candidates presented themselves and %% were too* ^ 
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cessful Of these, 9, all new candidates, were m the fiist class Of the whale number who^ 
passed, 17 had appeared for the fiist tune and only 5 new candidates were i ejected Many ' 
of those who failed had alieady been up from three to five times A fact woithy of lecoid 
ib that the two women who appeared passed m the fii&t class, and were first and second m 
order of merit 

10 College Examinations — The usual teirn examinations were held, and the answer- 
ing was satisfactory A list of award* of scholai*hip* and pnze^ is appended In some 
instances such as those for the Clinical Scholarship* the competition was keen The com 
pulsory examination second yeai students m Anatomy and Physiology woiks well 

11 Demonstrators and Tutots — I am glad to leport that these membei* of the Col- 
lege Staff continue to perform admirable service They one and all deserve oar be*t thanks 
for the able aad intelligent assistance they have given m the woik of teaching 

12 Midwife Class — Four soldiers 3 wives underwent the u^ual course of instruction 
in nur*mg and midwifery daring the past year All were found qaalifisi foi the diploma 

18 Genet al Observations — There is but little to say under this head The year just 

ended has been demoted to consolidating and putting into shape the more useful of the 
schemes of reform which were instituted m 1889 90 The Petit Laboratory as far as the 
practical instruction of the classes is concerned, is now in full working order There is no 
doubt judging from the improvement alieady perceptible, that this Laboratory will re- 
sult, both directly and indirectly m ti lining a highei class of Medical Graduates I am 
glad to be able to leport that additional servant* have been sanctioned font, and that the 
grant for contract contingency* has been increased The special grant of Rs 1 000, foi the 
improvement of the College garden, has been expended The compound is now propeily 
laid oat, is m good older, and the fencing is nearly complete The work was began too late 
m the season to admit of much planting being done The plants are m stock however and

was held It proved most successful, and is I hope the forerunner of a regular annual 
gathering * * * The Students 3 Scientific Society is also a powerful aid towards urion 

I invariably preside at its meetings and during last session I read a paper on the ‘ Educa- 
tion of the sen*es 3 which wa* afterwards, on two successive occasions most intelligently dis- 
cussed When all the new scientific apparatus is received, I hope to make use of the Petit 
Laboratory foi these meet ugs as well as foi others designed to bring old graduates 
together My only regret is that I have been able to do so little in this direction Neither 
the Principal nor the Professors have sufficient time to devote to these matters As it is 
they aie already overburdened In paragraph 11 ot my Annual Report foi 1S89-9Q I gave 
particulars of most of the new projects of reform I allude to this subject now chiefly to 
*ay that my forecast as to the failure of the scheme for Honorary Medical officers has been 
fully justified The scheme is practically dead, and has come to rum on the question of 
gratuitous service Most of the Houorary Medical officers have resigned, and not a single 
candidate can be found to fill the vacancies The graduates to whom they a~e offered one 
and all declare on the ground that they cannot gLve up their time for unpaid service when 
it leads to no immediate improvement m their prospects The nuise training school makes 
but slow progress Candidates aie not forthcoming , while the Municipalities and other local 
bodies who weie so eager at fiist to promise assistance, have nearly all failed to keep their 
promises The introductory lecture at the opening of the last Winter Session was deliver- 
ed by Professor Hatch who took for his subject the u History of Anatomy m India and 
Europe 3

Unnersity Class 

4 The fust examination m Civil Engineering, under old rules is a thing of the past 
No such examination was held by the University during the jeai under repoit The old 
L C E Examination has, as lar as the College is concerned gone out of the cuinculnm 
though one moie examination will be held by the University to give plucked students and 
those who for some cause have been unable to appear a chance of getting the Degree The 
result of this (old L C E ) Examination is what was only to be expected, as the candidates 
were the siftings of the classes for several years past and many of them had failed several 
times As all these men had kept their terms, attendance at the College w as not necessary 
Most of them prefened to save the College fees to attending classes in the College , and 
although I advised them as their only chance of passing, to attend class and to make new 
sets of Drawings, the old Drawings having been shown up so often as to be faded and 
generally discreditable, very few took my advice on the first point, and none at all on 
the second I he result of the examination was that out of 44 candidates who appeared 
for the examination only 3 passed The College has really nothing to do with the results 
of the examination as it now provides for the new course only, but I have nevertheless 
entered the results m this report 

5 I have great pleasure in reporting on the results of the Unversity Examinations 

m the case of the three classes which, under the new University Regulations, are now the 
Engineering Classes proper of the College For the First Examination m Civil Engineer- 
iBg (F C li ) under the new rules, 19 candidates appeared, oi whom 14» passed, 9 being 
placed m the 2nd class and 5 m the pass class For the Second Examination (S C B ) 
under new rules 11 candidates appeared of whom 9 passed the examination, 8 being placed 
m the 2nd and 1 in the pass class Lastly fo- the Degree of L C E under new rules 6 
appeared, all of whom passed the examination, one was placed in the first class, 2 m the 
second and 3 m the pass class The above results are encouraging and as the entrances 
into the lowest class are increasing, the classes may now he considered fairly established

II — Agricultural Department 

11 I reported last year that the first set of students, a class of 6 only, appeared for 
the first time at the h irst Examination m Agriculture at the University and that three of 
them passed This yeai the three who had passed appeared for the Second Examination m 
Agriculture at the University, and all S succeeded in passing and moreover were the only 
successful candidates out of a total of 5 who had appeared for the examination For the 
First Examination m Agriculture, 13 appeared of whom 5 passed The junior Agricultural 
class which will appear tor the First Examination m Agriculture m November next con- 
sists of 11 students There exists much uncertainty as to the future employment of students 
who take up the subject and proceed to the University Diploma m Agriculture, and until 
this uneeitaxnty is removed, a very large attendance cannot be expeeted It has always 
been my opinion that students who have taken the Agricultural Diploma after 3 years* colle- 
giate study, subsequent to Matriculation, and who have studied and passed through a very 
good comae of Agriculture, Veterinary Botany, Chemistry and Physics would be most 
useful mm m the Revenue Department , and it has been always a matter of surprise to me 
that they should not be sought after by Revenue Officers The University course in Veteri- 
nary, for example, is a very stiff one and the students who pass the Diploma Examination

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Agriculture will have had sound piactical as well as theoietical Distinction m this branch 
While not professed Veterinarians, they will have had instruction enough to render them 
quite able to treat ordinary cases and if employed m the Revenue Depaitment, their know 
ledge of this subject as well as Agnealtuie ought to render them most valuable men m the 
districts 

12 The experience of some yeais has convinced me that the transfer of the College 
farm to the Agricultural Depaitment has not been as advantageous to the students as I had 
anticipated When the faim was worked by the College, the object with which it was then 
woiked was to exhibit to the students various modes ot cultivation and vaxious kinds of 
crops, and the class mstiuctor had chaige of the farm At present, under the Agricultural 
Depaitment, the faim has been turned into a dairy farm and is worked solely with a view to 
make a profit fiom the sale of dairy produce and, though the students visit the farm every 
day and see what is going on, they have not the achantage of a farm managed by then own 
instructor and so ai ranged that the theoietical lessons of the class loom may be supplement- 
ed and lllustiated by practical msti action on the farm If the class prospers and its members 
increase it will be peihaps advisable to considei whethei the College should not again have 
the management of its own farm on which the pupils have to depend foi their practical 
mstiuction

It will be seen fiom the above that the total number of mdooi patients treated duung 
the year was 324, against a total of 272 duimg last year We have practically \eiy few 
out door patients, and m fact such patients have never been encouraged by the Veteun 
Surgeon who holds that if an animal is really ill, it had better remain m hospital and be 
properly treated there , and that if an animal has to walk a mile oi two to be tieated and 
then walked back again to leturn again the next and following days for treatment, such 
treatment is not likely to do much good if the animal is suffering from any real disease oi 
injury , and it stands to reason that driving a sick animal m the sun over a dusty road to 
and fiom the hospital cannot be a useful adjunct to any Veterinary treatment 

14 Of the whole number of patients tieated for the diseases given m tho last paia* 
graph only 13 died which is m itself a sufficient proof of the value of the Veterinary treat- 
ment afforded V etcnnaiy Lieutenant Pease has been most painstaking in his lectures 
and demonstrations to the pupils of the senior agricultural class which will appeal for the 
Diploma examination m .November next, and I, as well as the pupils, shall be very sorry 
when he is obliged to take up the duties of the Supei mtendent of Bacteriological Survey ot 
the Presidency Mr D D Sanga took the junior cla*s which will appeal for the second 
examination in Agncuiture m November next and has worked hard and successfully not 
only with his class, but also m the management of the hospital The total receipts of the 
Vetennaiy Hospital for the past year has beeaRs 131 S-0 which has been paid mto the 
Government Tieasury

locks not far fiom the line, also some tabular Gneiss soil hillocks The conti ast 
between giamte and Gneiss was well illustrated here , m fact it is only m the 
field that (the essential distinctions between Gneiss and granite can be fanly ob 
served Between Bilaspur and Kutm we passed through enoimous cuttings of 
Archaean Schists At Umana we spent some time m visiting the extensive coa 1 
fields P here fox the first time the students witnessed coal being worked on English 
pnnciples We accomplished a journey of some 2 \ miles underground through the 
galleries We were shown over the works by Mr Manghan, the courteous Managei 
of the collieiy, and the students derived much benefit from our visit later on to Mr 
Manghan’s office wheie maps (plans and sections) of the whole concern were shown 
them as well as samples of the rocks met with m sinking the shafts We -joined 
the East Indian Railway at Kutm from whence we proceeded to Jabalpur where the 
School of Industry was visited Before starting on oui homeward journey we paid a 
flying visit to the celebrated marble rocks Here we came acioss excellent illustiations 
of contact metamorphism and dolomitization Aftei seeing the lions of Jabalpur 
wa lesumed our xeturn journey and arrived at Poona on the 22nd December 39

Extract fiom Mr Jacobs temarls on Aided Ei unary Schools foi boys » 

All the Deputies report considerable progress in. the aided mosque schools The change 
which has lately come over the Mullahs m rural mosque schools is very striking to any one 
who can lecallwhat their attitude towaids the department was five years ago In 1873 
Mi Pulton drew up some excellent rules and Smdhi standaids for the encouragement ot 
these schools, and he and hu able successois made every possible effort to induce the Mullahs 
to accept them But the fact remains that down to the year 1887 thete were hardly half a 
dozen rural mosque schools on our legister I was mfoimed when I came to Smd, and I 
verified the fact for myself, that the Mullahs tenaciously clung to their own method of teach 
mg, with the Kuran as their sole or chief instrument and that they were highly suspicious 
of our proffeied gifts It seemed to me, theiefoie, that other means must be adopted to m 
duce them to come within the pale of public instruction In his recent book on the Ad 
ministration of the Bombay Presidency from 1885 to 38°0 > Sir W W Huntei states (page 
180) that it \ as by the careful inspection of their schools that the Mullahs were won ovei 
But this does not adequately account for the change which came over them m 1888, — a 
change from suspicion to trust fiom indifference to anything besides reading oi lecitation 
from the Kuran to a leadmess to teach boys and gnls to lead, wnte and cipher It is true 
that every school in the province was carefully inspected in situ but what gained the Mul 
lahs over was the extieme simplicity of the teiras, which the new grant m-aid code enabled 
me to offer them I accepted their teaching as I found it and undertook to reward them fox 
its results without attempting to force it to a higher level and without imposing any con 
ditions except ^ 1 ) the daily registration of their pupils’ attendance m a bound roll which I 
offered them as a gift and ( 2 ) the annual inspection of their schools m situ by the depatt 
ment All the schools taught the reading of a useful characfcei, and this was a gei m of se- 
cular good which was capable of further development under the natural stimulus, which our 
grant m aid system almost always gives to the recipients of its rewards The Mullahs trust 
ed u«, and we have kept and shall continue to keep faith with them But our Simple sys 
tem of lewards has, as I anticipated proved irresistible In eveiy part of the province the 
Mullahs have fieely come forward, and have spontaneously widened the scope of their teach- 
ing m the hope of bettering their attendance and increasing their grants So that now a 
very large numbex of then schools teach both the reading and writing of the Kuran, while 
more and more of them are every year adding to their course Smdhi, Persian and the four sun 
pie rules of Arithmetic This step forwai ds is so well grounded m reason and confidence 
that the Mullahs will never, I think fall back to their old ways They have come over to 
us for good, and the question of co oidering their schools with the Local Board Schools na 
tuially arises, and has been engaging a good deal of my attention dm mg the past 12 months 
It is a problem of course which will take many years to work out completely But as many 
of the Mullahs have already expressed their willingness to 30 m hands with the neighbounng 
cess schools and as the Local Board School masters, the Td-luka Boards and School Com 
mittees are assisting and encouraging the movement, I have little doubt that the indigenous 
schools— - u broad based upon the people swill 99 , — will become an organic and most valuable 
pait of our system of public instruction in the rural districts of Smd I may add that the 
District Boards have unreservedly accepted the new policy, and have been generous m the 
alllotment of funds The mosque schools likewise withm Municipal area have received 
equally generous tieatment at your hands, and every school, which has applied foi legislation 
and aid, has been promptly encouraged Dad Mahomed’s schools, which have been esta- 
blished m the hills of Kohistan and othei wild parts of the Karachi District, have risen tiom 
27 to 33, and the attendance from 8t>3 to 1,611 They continue to be well managed and 
taught I visited several of them again this year, and was greatly pleased to see how much 
progress had been made m spite of the unpromising conditions of their surroundings 
There is another enterprising Mahomedan of good education, named Mahomed Salih, who 
has foi some years past been maintaining schools on the same system in isolated hamlets 
m the Jheiruck Division They aie now 8 of them attended m all by 189 pupils, and I had 
the pleasure of visiting most of them when I was at Jherruok this year Some of them 
weie in out of the way hamlets consisting of 15 or 20 houses Each school was furnished 
with half a dozen excellent printed copies of the Kuran and with our fiist three books of the 
Smdhi series , and, what is still more to the point, m every one of the schools I found a fair 
proportion of boys and girls who were able to read and write I have liberally encourged 
all these schools with grants of books and money

to look after his students well audio be fanly supplied with drawing examples and models 
One ot two of the students diawmg free-hand ornament were making copies from very 
weak copies of their own and exaggeiatmg then own bad drawing m doing so This is a 
very unnecessary and undesirable proceeding Examples are not very expensive and the 
means for reproducing examples and mounting them aie not very difficult to procure The 
teacher should also see that students ha\e the means for placing their free hand examples 
in fiont of them, and should see that the examples are always kept in this positron 


There are a few boys working at 1st Grade drawing and w ho are taught by the Head 
Master Of the work done m the drawing class the Geometry 
^chool^Byculfa 10 ^ 1013 bociety s was the best this being fairly accuiate and workmanlike in 
Ji ' * v character, though a little slovenly in arrangement The 

students I was told, turn then knowledge of Geometry to practical use m the workshop^ 
The free hand and model diawmg call for no special remark except that m the model 
drawing, I noticed that some objects m every case weie ill drawn such as a cylinder on a 
horizontal position , this is difficult to account for unless the teacher himself is unconscious 
that such drawing is wrong But the supervision cannot be veiy keen, I saw a copy 
made from one of the South Kensington 2nd Grade Examples— an elaborate piece of sym- 
metrically balanced Renaissance Ornament— in which a student having drawn a vertical 
line had put m eveiy detail of the work on the right hand side and not a stroke on the

mwino- his hngers only, m older to reach the different lines he moved his papei about m 
quite an elaborate way, bringing first one part and then another pait ot eveiy line under- 
neath his pencil Students of coarse ought never to be allowed to fall into such habits 
\nd students who persist m woiking m this way should have their papei pinned or nailed 
to the desk The students measured distances with slips of paper and ruled lines A 
numbei of them made no attempt to draw lmes in any other way than by rubbing the 
pencil backwaids and foi wards going over every bit of a line again and again and again 

Except two the boys are 1st Grade I saw the students drawing from small examples 

which wei eon unmounted bits of their paper, so that they 
Eiphmstone High School could not well be placed m front of the students in any case, 
xnd I do not think there aie means to place even mounted diawmgb m position for the 
students to see them piopeily Some of the students woiked with their faces almost 
touching their drawings, indeed a student might be seen with his hand his nose and his 
example all within six inches of one anothei Such a way of drawing is not only unwhole 
some hut unworkmanlike m the extreme Working in this way a student can acquire no 
facility of hand, and no power of drawing foi he can neither see his example nor his own 
woik pjoperly Thefiguie the students vveie drawing was a butterfly one wing, one eye, 
one antenna, one halt the body up to the v ertieal line and then they begin to draw some 
detail of the other half Such faults as I have noted m the drawing classes of the 
Eiphmstone Middle and High Schools are not at all peculiar to these schools but they cer- 
tainly seemed rathei more than usually pie valent and flagiant heie 

There is a drawing class of about 40 students a few of whom aie woikmg in the 2nd

Traunng College Ahmedabad was fauly pro , lded wlth mode ls examples and text-books 

and I gave him furthei information The teacher seemed to look well after his students 
hut I judge him diligent rathei than of much knowledge and ability from what I saw of 
the corrected woik of his students, and he did not seem to undei stand the \alut of 
Geometrical plan and ele\ation drawings m the studj and piactice of perspective The 
Principal of the College sajs that few students care about di awing, and that he has found 
this the case also at Nadi&d and other schools At the Tiammg College the students find 
that it pa)s them better to take up agucultuie, as di awing is a moie difficult subject and 
one which leqmies at least two years prepaiation foi the Fnsfc Grade hxammation Hudents 
have the option of taking up either drawing 01 agucultuie and the great majority select 
agriculture, those who elect to take drawing practise legulaily during their tiammg and aro 
not allowed to let it drop The Principal thinks that drawing up to the standaid of the 
1st Grade at least ought to be piactised by all the students of the College and he is doing 
what he can to eneouiage students to learn di awing I stiongly urged the di wing mastei

From what I have seen, I think drawing masters are very liable to fall into a slow 
mechanical way of doing their work Some of the reasons for this are I suppose that they 
seldom fall under the supervision of any one capable of effectively criticizing their work oi 
directing them, they seldom associate with others engaged m the same work, and their 
positions are lixed and they have practically nothing more to look forward to The stirimg 
■up of a periodical inspection by some one who understands their work should do them good 
but this is not very easy to arrange Generally speaking the teaching seems weak , even 
in the case of teachers, intelligent and themselves capable of doing fairly good work of a 
highei grade one sees evidences that they scarcely know how to present their subject m a 
good way to their students It is quite a usual thing m a teachers drawing on the board 
(which is meant for the instruction ot a class m the method of drawing) to see, for instance, 
a pot with a variety of mouldings drawn as if the model had been sliced vertically m two 
and one half taken away I suspect this way of diawmg is sometimes due to an indolent 
shirking of the difficulty of making a proper drawing on the board But to whatever it may 
be due it is a pernicious method of drawing to make use of befoie students It seems to be 
necessary that a good style and method of drawing on the black board for those who wish to 
qualify for teachers should be more rigidly insisted upon The best of the candidates teach 
mg ability should be of a wider and more searching character

Central Institute, rather than on anything distinctive of its own In Poou i, Mr Pi tor was 
still at the end of the year m search of a suitable site foi a piny ground foi the Government 
High School, and the New English School still maintained its supunonh m this respect 
ana as regards its arrangements and apparatus for physical cultme The othci aided 
schools m Poona City have done hut little, but the Government school in the Camp has 
for many years had a popular and well managed Gymnasium In S it li a the “ Ushtar 

Kbana” or old camel stables has been foimally transferied to the Department, foi conver- 
sion into a High School play ground , and a beginning has been made with tho levelling 
By the kindness of Mr RE Candy, the Collector, and Colonel Mander, tho Commandant 
the senior High School boys were admitted to the Station Gymkhana and Regimental 
Sports and carried off some prizes, and the school Eleven played thieo matches with the 
Lancashire Fusiliers and won one In Sholapur the Union Club has thrown open its 
grounds to the senior boys of tbe High School who freely avail themselves of the conces 
sion Tbe Gymnasium attached to the High Sobool is also made full use of and is very 
popular Both High Schools at Ahmednagar pay a good deal of attention to Gymnastics, 
but less than is desirable fa play m the open air In N&sik, on the other hand, the Gymna 
sium is altogether secondary to the open air gimes which are practised on tho fine maidan, 
and between the two the boys do well though a little more system would he advantageous 
The Dhulia Gymnasium is thoroughly efficient and is supplemented by a play ground life 
as sound find well looked after as any m toy Dmsion In both Training Colleges, Poona 
and Dhuba, tbe Gymnastic course is obligatory and muoh importance is attached to it 
This has not only an excellent effect on the health and general effectiveness of the students, 
hut it tends to spread an interest in the subject, and the new trained men as a matter of 
coarse introduce school drill and gymnastics wherever they go As remarked last year 
Kindergarten exercises which involve a systematic training of the body are now everywhere , 
expected from the new generation of teachers, and there can be no doubt that a great 
improvement m sphool discipline has been the result In a good Local Board or Municipal 
school the children now-a days change classes, assemble, dismiss and otherwise act together 
with a precision and orderliness which would formerly have been thought impossible

Northei n Division {Mr Giles) — I visited the Central Gymnasium during the year a<jd 
was much pleased with the work I saw done there The Broach High School Gymnasium 
has been completed and is now used regularly It is a little small but otherwise a very 
good Gymnasium The gymnasia attached to other High Schools and to the lraining 
Colleges m British Districts and Native Spates are as described last year But the Ahmed 
abad, Nadidd and Thdna High Schools now have regular play grounds of their own, and I 
hope soon to be able to arrange for the same advantages at Surat and Broach

Resolution —In paragraph 6 of the Resolution of Government No 3811, dated July 
21st 1874, it was ruled that ‘ should any officer in the Educational Department who is 
recommended by the head of that Department, oi who has served with ciedit as a M«unlat- 
d&r, succeed m passing the Departmental Examination his claims to the hist piacticable 
vacancy ’ on the list of Deputy Collectors “ will be favourably considered by Government ” 

2 Since that order was passed circumstances have matenally changed The numbei 
of men of good English education and possessing University degrees serving as M&mlatd'us 
and m lower grades m the Land Revenue Department has very considerably mci eased and 
is now large Special rules have been issued for the regulation of the piomotion of officers 
m the Land Revenue Department to the posts of Mdmlatd&r and Deputy Collcetoi The 
supply of competent, highly educated and well trained men in the Land Revenue Depart 
inent is ample to meet all requirements, and to secure such men it is not neccssaiy to recruit 
fiom other Departments 

3 In view of the facts above mentioned as also of the circumstance that dunng the 
past 17 years there have been but one or two instances in which a claim to a Deputy 
Collectorship has been advanced under the older above quoted by an officer in the Educa 
tional Department, the privilege conceded to officers m the Educational Department by that 
order should now m the opinion of the Governor m Council be withdrawn Paiagiaph 6 
of Gover nm ent Resolution No 3811 of July 21st ot 1874 is consequently cancelled

(p) That Government may support the Association m oigamzmg an Industrial 
Exhibition the special ieatme of which will be an exhibition of machmeiy, &e , likely 
to help the starting of small manufactories of such articles as are found m the local 
shops m India 

2 In leply, I am to state that as regaids (a) the district officeis will be mstiucted 
on receipt by them of the advertisements mentioned to make their contents known m then 
districts 

* 3 As regards (6) I am to state that Government have already directed an Industrial 
Survey of the Presidency and consulted eveiy expert individually and m committee, the re- 
sult being the establishment of the Victoria Jubilee Technical Institute, the enlargement of 
the Sir Jamshedji Jijibhai School of Ait, the co operation of the Umvesity the alteration 
of the Giant m aid Code and of certain other Government orders and the development of 
the older institutions for special instruction A detailed account of the measures adopted 
by this Government foi the promotion of technical education is given below — 

The Victoria Jubilee Technical Institute has been placed under a Boaid of experts 
and professional men and the rules of the institute provide foi the affiliation of techm 
cal schools throughout the Presidency The institute will, it is hoped, soon grow into 
a Technological Institute for the Presidency 

The Sir Jamshedji Jijibhai School of Ait is the School of Aifc and Design for the 
Presidency The school teaches free-hand drawing, aichitectuial di awing, painting, 
sculpture and modelling, and provision has been made foi teaching apprentices enamel- 
ling, silver and gold woik, carpet weaving, wood carving, ornamental work in iron, brass 
and copper, and carving in stone and marble 

The Grant m-aid Code has been enlarged by the addition of a chapter with rules 
for the assistance of industrial schools These lules are more liberal than those of any 
other chapter of the Code aid being offered to industual schools up to a mmmuin of 
one half of the cost, while the most that is offered to any school for general education 
is One third of the cost The rules foi Government scholar ships, which before wexe 
tenable only m schools for general education ,can now be held in industrial schools 
His Excellency Sir James Fergussons rules for the encouiagemenfcof European appren- 
tices have been maintained, and ordeis from the Government of India have lately been 
received which provide for appi entices, European and Native in all the gieat Govern 
meat factones 

The Training Colleges have been enlarged and impioved The College of Science 
has been enlarged at great cost, additional depaitmenfcs having been added and the old 
departments enkiged The College now teaches for the Science Degree and for the 
Agricultural Diploma There are also suboidraate classes m Forestry, Engineering 
and Mechanical Engineering f lhe Sind College has taken over the Government School 
for Engineers, has greatly improved the school, and promises to do more when the 
College buildings are completed Additional departments and teachers have been 
given to the Giant College The Medical Schools at Poona, Ahmedabad and Hy- 
derabad have been maintained and the Veterinary College has been developed 

The co operation of the Hniv ersity has been secured (1) for the Agricultural Classes 
of the College of Science, which are now recognized by the TJmvesity, and 2 for the

Conference Poona 1S91 No 12o5 dated 16th 1 ebruaiy 1S92 
Letter from the Honoiaty Secietaiy Industual Association of 
Western India No 2 dated 7th April 1S92 
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* School Final Examination, which obliges eveiy candidate foi subordinate employment 
under Government to pass m two of the following subjects — 

Agriculture, Drawing, Biologj and Natural Philosophj 
In addition to the agricultural course at the College of Science Poona, the 
facilities afforded by the Agricultural Department foi dnectly piomotmg technical 
education as touching the land industries aie the institution of High School Agncul 
tural Classes with land attached as found at Nadiad, Ahmedabad, Ahmed liagai, Nasik, 
Dhulia, Sholapur, Bdgaum &c 

In connection with this scheme of education the Agricultural Department lends 
the Ivirkee Paim and Museum foi illustrative purposes to the students of the College 
of Science, and the services of the Superintendent of Farms for two months m each 
ycai as Leetuiei Quaiteis for apprentices and students now stand on the faxm land 
On the Khandesh Farm apprentices have also been leceived Other faims are pioposed 
for Gujai^t and the Karnatak and they will also xeceive apprentices The pnvate 
Experimental Faim at Nadiad is actively supported by the Agricultural Department 
Indirectly much more is being done Agricultural text books are springing up and 
one at least after examination by the Agricultural Department has been adopted by 
the Educational Department Two Agricultural Journals exist, one for Gujaiat and 
one for the Mai atlra Country, and they aie largely supported by local bodies The 
extension of Veterinary Science is being promoted by the introduction of Vetennaiy 
Dispensaries throughout the Presidency with Travelling Veterinarians to earij vete 
rmary knowledge and help mto the villages A great stude has been made m the 
utilization of dairy products bj the introduction of improved machinery under the 
auspices of the Agricultural Department, and apprentice^ have been received to ltam 
the processes 

In supplying this mfoi matron I am to state that the facilities organized by this 
Government axe greatly appreciated by othei Piovmces of India as well as Native States 
who send pupils to the several technical institutions of Bombay, and that it is the policy of 
this Government to develop on the lines lard down and enlarge these Colleges and schools as 
occasion offers, rather than to undertake further general surveys and expend on inquiry and 
reports monej which can he more profitably applied to increased activity m the existing 
Departments of the scheme of technical education already laid down 

“ 4 With reference to (c) I am to state that the puiehase of stoies £01 Government is 
regulated by orders of the Government of India, and that His Excellency the Governor 
m Council has no objection to the Association pi ef erring its request direct to that Govern* 
ment 

“ 5 As legards (d) I am to state that Government have adopted measures for popu- 
larizing advances undei the Land Improvement Loans Act XIX of 1883 and the Agricultuial 
Loans Act XII of 1884, but that under these Acts loans cannot be made for any puipose 
unconnected with agriculture Municipal and Local Boaids cannot under the law as it 
at present stands take part m any banking business as suggested by the Association As 
regai ds the question of the re organization of public credit m India I am to observe that 
a scheme for the establishment of Agricultuial Banks m parts of the Presidency formed the 
subject of correspondence between this Government and the Government of India, but that 
it was ultimately dropped after full discussion and consider ation of the objections raised 
to rt by the Secretary of State His Excellency the Governor m Council xs of opinion 
that any scheme for the re organization of public credit m tlx© interests, of the agriculturist 
and artisan classes of the nature suggested by the Industrial Association of Western India 
is not likely to be favouiably entertained by the Secretary of State, and in these cireum 
stances he regrets his inability to undertake any inquiries in the direction proposed by the 
Association 

u 6 In conclusion I am to state that His Excellency the Governor m Council will 
not be m a position to consider the question of rendering assistance to the proposed Indus- 
trial Exhibition unless a fuller and more definite scheme is published and the nature and 
extent of theco operation sought from Government are more clearly defined His Excellency 
the Governor m Council would at the same time invite the attention of the Industrial 
Association of Western India to the report of the Surat Exhibition as showing whai 
self-help can do **

Attendance m schools shows ; that the grand total of persons receiving mstruc 

tion at institutions 01 all sorts reached the highest figure 
yet recorded namely, 634,438 against 620,498 m the preceding year This re 
presents 15 76 per cent of the school going population at school, 01 27 04 per 
cent for the male population and 3 75 for the female population of the school- 
going age, which is tasen at 15 per cent of the whole population Of the total 
number of pupils 566,606 were attending 9,501 public institutions as against 
553,092 at 9,324 such institutions m the previous year , and 67,832 pupils attend- 
ed 2,771 private institutions against 67,406 at 2,653 in the previous yeai The 
increase of 177 public schools, and 13,514 attending them was fanly distributed 
over the vinous giades of instruction, but in professional colleges there 
was a decrease of 71, and m training schools of 28 In Government institutions 
theie was a decrease, but aided institutions, which have now thoroughly 
established themselves in the Presidency, received additions of 6,960 or more 
than half of the total mciease The increase to Local Board Schools was dis- 
appointing So also is. the proportion of the whole mass of pupils who are 
learning English Out of a population of 26,834,305 dealt with in the report 
only 4o,496 are learning English Since the children of European or Poituguese 
origin and Native Christians number 13,268, the proportion of other classes learn- 
ing any English is very small As to the classes of pupils according to race in the 
public institutions with which this review is concerned, Brahmms as usual take 
the first place of honour with 99,218, contubuting 774 to Unneisity education 
out of 1,827, the total of all classes at college Mahomedans number 97 186, 
whieh is an increase of 7,000 on last year’s figuies and an increase of actuilly 
20,000 on the figure of 1889 90 It is however a matter for regret that with 
such an impioiement in the total number of Mahomedans under education, so 
few reich the higher grades, for of the 97,l8o somewhat over 94,000 are m the 
primary schools and only 44 are at college P4rsis, on the other band contribute

ed, namely, Rs 62,80,704, of which provincial funds contributed Rs 19,65,632 or 
31 3 per cent , and fees 21 3 per cent But these results are worked out on the

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^Action should show separately what percentageof the cost of education m British 
terntory is borne by provincial levenues It is obseived that fees aie beaiing a 
less proportion of educational expenditui e, a result due partly to the fact that 
Government institutions aie reduced, and paitly to the fact that fees m some 
institutions are not maintained at their propei level In the year undei 1 oview 
Government maintained only 87 institutions against 120 m 1888-S9 and 92 m 
the following year, thus leaving the field moie and more open to pm ite enter- 
prise m pursuance of the policy laid down by the Education Commission 
The expenditure on education from provincial funds has never been so high as it 
was last year But even the contribution of Us 19,65,632 made by the 
Government of Bombay to education as shown in the repot t does not exhibit 
the total charge to that Government For m the case of its own institutions 
Government deducts from the expenditui e shown m the leport the fee receipts 
which aggregated Rs 2,70,241 In the case of board schools also the fee 
receipts, although they aie public revenue, are similarly taken in the leport as 
deductions from the expenditure shown at the cost of public funds The aggre 
gate of fees thus utilised m institutions supported by Government or by public 
bodies, constituted by Acts of the Legislatuie, was 500,987 rupees Again, 
although Government incur a heavy expenditui e on the Giant Medical College, 
the report shows no provincial contribution to it, because this expenditure is 
brought to account under the head of Medical charges Comparing however the 
financial statements m the educational repoits with those of other provinces m 
India foi the latest yeai for which they are available, it apriears that throughout 
India the proportion which provincial revenues contributed m 1890 91 to edu- 
cational expenditure was 28 2b per cent wbeieas the Bombay Goveinment sup 
plied more than 30 per cent of that expenditure A reference to the Chapter 
on Finance m the statement of the moral and matenal progress of India foi 
1890 91, which has been preserted to Parliament, will also show' that expenditure 
on Education m this Presidency falls behind that of no other part of India m 
pioportion to population 

Leaving provincial funds with then contribution of Rs 19,65,632 or 31 3 
percent of total expenditui e, the next most important support of educational 
progress is supplied by fees which contribute Rs 13,86,002 against Rs 12,16,359 
m 1889-90 or 21 3 of the total expenditui e This gives an increase of 1 lakh on 
the previous year It is however interesting to observe the piopoitional weight 
of expenditure borne by fees not only m each giade of education but in each 
class of educational management The following table exhibits the lesults 1 —

These figuies justify the confidence expiessed by the Education Commission 
m the economy of aided enterpnse •which m eveiy class of institution except 
secondary shows laigei fee leceipts than any other agency, and the lepoit 
before Government testifies to the good lesalts attained by such institutions 
The falling off in Government colleges is due only paitly to a reduction of fee& 
m the Deccan College, and is more particulaily due to then better equipment 
involving greater expenditme on those institutions In secondary schools it 
would seem that aided enterprise might with safety rely upon iees to beai a 
laigei pioportion of the cost 

The local cess contributed 13 8 pei cent of the cost of education against 
15 42 in 1889 90 The pioceeds of the cess aie, comparatively speaking, station- 
ary whilst the total expenditure inci eased Municipal rates, however, which are 
not necessai lly stationary , might have contributed more In the yeai under l ev lew 
they bore 5 8 pei cent of the cost, as against o 21 m the year ending Much 
31st, 1890, but their actual contribution was greatei in 1891-92 by Rs 68,505

tion of the provincial grant of Rs 19,60,632, a large increase over the previous 
year, of Rs 57,873, is to be observed m the amount devoted to schools managed 
by distnet local boards, and an increase of Rs 25,000 in the amount spent on 
schools managed by Government, while the funds assigned to aided schools 
decreased by Rs 53,097 as compared with last year
